No. 2495-59.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the Indian Post Office Act, 
1898 (VI of 1898), as amended by the Tndian Post Office (Amendment) Act, r912 (III af 
1912), the Governor General in Council is pleased to direct that the following amendments 
shall be made in the rules published with the Notification of the Government of India in 
the Department of Commerce and Industry, No. 7397-225, dated the sth August 1908, as 
subsequently amended, namely :— 


1. After rule 25 insert the following new rule :— 


(f) Prohiotted articles. 


25 A. (1) Gold coin or gold bullion of a value in excess of R300 and circulars relating 
to lotteries shall not be transmitted by post. 


(2) The transmission of coin and bullion by post to and from Aden shall be subject to 
the same restrictions as are imposed on their transmission by the foreign parcel post. 


(3) If a postal article, in course of transmission by post, is actually found to contain 
any of the articles the transmission of which by post is prohibited by clauses (1) and (2) 
above, it shall be returned to the sender. 


2. For the sub-heading “ (7) Redirection of postal articles” above rule 26 sub- 
stitute “ (g) Redirection of postal articles”. 


3. Cancel the second proviso to rule 45. 
4. After rule 70 insert the following two new rules :— 


7o A. If a complaint is made by the addressee immediately after the receipt of a 
value-payable article, that it was sent dishonestly or fraudulently, the Postmaster 
General may, if satisfied that there are primd facie grounds for believing that the. 
value-payable postal article was sent with tbe intention of defrauding the addressee, 
withheld. the payment to the sender of the money recovered from the addressee. If, after 
making such enquiries as may be necessary, he is fully satisfied that the value-payable 

article was sent with this intention, he may order the return of the article to the 
sender and refund to the addressee the sum of money recovered from him on delivery of 
the value-payable postal article. 


70 B. Whenever the sender or addressee of a value-payable postal article makes a 
—— arding the delivery of or payment for the value-payable postal article, he 
shall be entitled to have an enquiry made by the Post Office on paying afee of one anna. 
The fee shall be paid by means of a postage stamp or stamps affixed to the letter of com- 

plaint. This fee shall be refunded in cases where the complaint is found to be well-
